June loth — Hoboken pit, William Walsh, employe. While putting new fuse 
in box for shop trolley he allowed same to strike against the iron of same, 
causing a short circuit and receiving a flash, burning his right hand. 

June 2d — Tunnel B (river sump), A Gaston, employe. While working 
around signal location he allowed his leg to come in contact with third rail. 
Shock caused him to fall over running rail whereby he received severe con- 
tusion of ribs. Was using rubber mat at the time. 

June 9th — Pennsylvania Station, Jersey City, R. Hewitt, employe. This man 
while acting as platform man had arms across center door of car of train, 
called "all right" to conductor, when passenger forced his way by Hewitt, 
and as conductor had already started to close door, grip which he was carry- 
ing became wedged in same. Hewitt attempted to push grip in, and in doing 
this his arm was caught in car door.
